Great multitudes came from every direc­ 
tion to hear Jesus teach and he healed 
by his touch. 
They so pressed about 
him that he withdrew into a little boat 
and spoke to the throngs on the shore. 


Increasing hostility of his enemies led 
Jesus to choose men to carry on his work 
after his death. 
Before selecting them 
he spent the entire night in prayer on a 
mountain. 


Jesus then called his disciples and from 
them chose twelve, whom he called 
apostles, "that they might be with him. 
and th at he mfght send them forth." 
First comes companionship, then service. 


Jesus’ mother and brothers sought to re­ 
strain his zeal. Jesus replied by pointing 
to his disciples and saying. "For whoso­ 
ever does the will of God Is my brother 
and sister and mother." 
(GOLDEN TEXT—Mark 3:35)

F our government undertakes to build 
a navy “large enough to defend both 
our coast lines simultaneously,” which 
means an adequate and independent fieri 
in both the Atlantic and Pacific, it is going 
to cost a lot of money. 
It is also going 
to lay the United States open to charges 
of “navalism” and “ potential aggression.” 
Japanese statesmen and spokesmen for 
some of their European allies are already 
making such accusations. 
Uncle Sam can afford to ignore such 
talk in Fascist countries, as long as those 
who indulge in it are the very ones driving 
us to undesired armament. 
We do not 
want two big war fleets any more than 
they want us to have them. 
Rut the 
world may as well understand that Uncle 
Sam, while wearing an olive branch in his 
hat, will do what he has to do in order 
to make America safe for Americans. 
For a nation in our position a strong 
navy is the natural substitute for a strong 
army, 
and 
necessarily 
defensive, 
not 
offensive. 
There are two alternative to this double 
war fleet by which the United States, in 
its home waters, can face both ways at 
once, with guns pointed toward Asia and 
Europe. 
One is for Japan and her Euro­ 
pean allies to reverse their present atti­ 
tude, get out of other people’s countries 
and stop acting and talking like interna­ 
tional gangsters. 
The other is for us to 
build another canal, at sea level, doubling 
or trebling our facilities for getting war­ 
ships quickly from one ocean to the other. 
The former alternative seems very unlikely 
and the latter would take longer than 
building another fleet. 
Uncle Sam, nevertheless, is still willing 
to be shown. 
Ifs up to the warmakers. 
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PITTMAN OFFERS COMPROMISE 
W 
ASHINGTON— Key Pittman of Nevada 
may take the Senate floor as a mat­ 
ter of personal privilege to deny this, but 
it has just leaked out that he offered to 
compromise 
his long 
and 
bitter fight 
against the confirmation of E. K. Burlew 
as Assistant Secretary of the Interior. 
To get the full picture of what this 
means, remember that the Nevada Senator 
has been waging one of the most vitriolic 
battles in recent Senate history against a 
man who has been in government service 
| for 27 years and who enjoys a record for 
I strait-laced efficiency. 
Pittman, 
however, 
has objected 
to 
rounding out Bin lew’s career by promotion 
| to one of the key posts in the Interior 
. Department, and for nearly six weeks has 
sat in the Public Lands Committee subject­ 
ing Burlew to the most withering fire. 
One suspected reason for Pittman’s 
animus was an old incident involving a 
bronze plaque on Boulder Dam which 
listed Burlew as one of those contributing 
to the birth of tile dam, whereas Senator 
Pittman’s name was omitted. 
Pittman became extremely riled about 
this last year, made a speech on the Senate 
floor about it, and actually introduced a 
Senate resolution 
demanding that this 
injustice he rectified. 
Peevish as Key Pittman can be at 
times, it was believed that this could not 
have been the sole reason for his lone-wolf 
attack on Burlew, and now the rest of the 
story has come out. 
Since a large part of Nevada is public 
domain, the Interior Department has more 
to do with that State’s federal jobs than 
any other department. 
And apparently 
Pittman 
was 
worried 
about 
Burlew’s 
interference in this. 
For, despite the withering fire he 
leveled at Burlew publicly, the Nevada 
Senator recently made a discreet private 
suggestion that he would withdraw his 
attack if Burlew, after becoming Assist­ 
ant Secretary of the Interior, was not 
placed in a position to rule on patronage 
matters.

Of Important Project

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The Women's Social club of the 
Presbyterian 
church 
enjoyed 
a 
splendid 
talk 
by 
Mrs. 
Beulah 
Madison at its meeting Friday eve­ 
ning in the church social room. 
Owing to the inclement weather 
and many social affairs of the 
evening, the attendance was smal­ 
ler than usual, but those present 
were intensely interested in the 
information given by the guest 
speaker. 
The jneeting was opened in usual 
form by Mrs. Hulse Hays, presi­ 
dent, the minutes of the previous 
meeting being read by Mrs. Loring 
Evans, secretary. 
Mrs. Hays then 
presented Mrs. Madison, who told 
of the opening of the W. P. A. 
project in Pickaway county in Dec­ 
ember, 1935. 
She said that it was necessary 
to get the project under way im­ 
mediately after she had been call­ 
ed to Chillicothe for a conference, 
so in two days’ time seven women 
were started in a sewing class, and 
of these only two had any know'- 
ledge of sewing. 
At the peak of 
the work in the county, 55 women 
have been included in the project. 
At first the only desire of the 
women was to earn money, and 
very little interest was taken in 
the work. 
For the most part, so 
Mrs. Madison stated, they were 
bitter and suspicious wrhen instruc­ 
tion was offered to them, but now' 
they are happy and carefree, and 
proud 
of their ability to earn 
money. 
The members of the project are 
taught to know textiles, and a 
class in 
laundry work received 
instruction in efficient methods for 
home use. 
During the last two 
years, 25,000 garments have been 
made by the wfomen, including 
many 42 piece layettes. The wmrk 
of the project is sponsored by the 
Pickaway county commissioners, 
and the garments are distributed 
to needy persons of this county. 
Patterns for the garments are sent 
from a pattern center in Cleveland, 
being drafted for use in many sizes 
on request. 
Relief clients only are eligible 
for work in the project. During a 
brief period following her talk,

answered 
many 
questions asked by club members. 
During the social hour, sand­ 
wiches and tea were served from 
an attractive table, decorated in 
bands of red, white and blue, and 
centered with two antique silver 
candle holders, each holding red, 
white and blue candles.
